Another Chapter In the 5 ell Hall 
Case as to the Credibility of

T o th e Editor o f the D e m o c r a t. 
D u ring the past week I hav e 
been approached by dozens of men 
who hav e u rged me to make reply 
to the pu blished statement of Mr. 
Cashmen giv ing his reasons for not 
prosecu ting these depu ty consta­ 
bles, and in my opinion, from what 
I know abou t the case, the reasons 
he has pu blished are not the rea­ 
sons. 
I believ e the reason he did 
not prosecu te them is the one I 
heard Tom Robb state to Nell 
H a l l : That Tom Gresham cou ld do 
any thing 
he 
wanted 
to 
with 
“ J oh n.” 
A nd whatev er other 
statements Tom Robb has made 
that might be false, I am bou nd to 
giv e him some credit for telling the 
tru th in this. 


As far as Mr, Cashman’s state­ 
ment goes concerning the reasons 
he has for refu sing to prosecu te the 
people, it affords me some pleasu re 
to say that neither Cashman nor 
Tom Robb nor Gresham nor Vest 
W itcher can show a record for the 
time they hav e been here equ al to 
mine for tru thfu lness, honesty , etc. 
The reason that I make this state­ 
m ent is that John Cashman said 
that if these men were gu ilty of 
that crime, and were cau ght, they 
wou ld be prosecu ted ; and he prom­ 
ised me faithfu lly in the presence 
of J . II, Bowron in his (C ashm an’s) 
office that he wou ld 
gu arantee 
that Nell Hall wou ld not 
lose 
her money — bu t she still is ou t her 
money , 
and these depu ty 
con-

stables are still drinking beer and 
hav ing a good time, 
and John 
C ashm an’s gu arantee in both in­ 
stances, that they wou ld be prose­ 
cu ted and the woman wou ld not lose 
her money , has prov en to be false. 
N ow that he takes the grou nd that 
on accou nt of my standing in the 
commu nity he cou ld not hope to 
conv ict these men before a ju ry , 
and refu ses to prosecu te becau se it 
wou ld bring shame u pon them, I 
w ant to say a few words abou t the 
shame they hav e already brou ght 
u pon themselv es, withou t any aid 
from me. 
I hav e and herewith su bmit ev i­ 
dence that Tom R obb once com­ 
m itted forgery , and I hav e been 
told by repu table men that he once 
perju red himself on the witness 
stand in a case inv olv ing an insu r­ 
ance policy . 
Tom Gresham once serv ed a jail 
sentence for 
sedu ction. 
He was 
once before, when a police officer, 
charged with ex torting money from 
Lou McClellan, and becau se of the 
ex posu re was not retained on the 
force. 
Vest W itcher has serv ed two jail 
sentences. 
Once for 
receiv ing 
stolen goods, and another time for 
3 different offense. 
T he records show these facts, 
and Mr. Cashman, with fu ll access 
to the records, accepts the affi­ 
dav its of these men as more credi­ 
ble ev idence th an. I offer to pro­ 
du ce, when mine is su bstantiated 
by the best people in Sedalia, and 
made so circu mstantial and conclu ­ 
siv e that the men cou ld not escape 
conv iction 
in any cou rt if they 
were once arraigned. 
I will fu rther state that u nless 
M r. Cashman sees fit within a v ery 
short time to take other steps in 
this matter and proceed u pon his 
ow n responsibility and his oath, 
instead of shov ing the whole thing 
off on me and my character, I will 
u ndertake to show from the records 
and from ev idence that 1 can get 
that it is his character that needs 
looking after, and not mine. 
If^he is shielding some other per­ 
son not known in this scandal, and 
m any say that he is, then I feel 
sorry for him ; bu t that is no reason 
w hy I shou ld bear the bru nt of the 
present failu re to make a case 


against the men who are gu ilty in 
the pu blic mind and in fact. 
M y su spicions were first arou sed 
as to the determination of Mr. 
Cashman to not 
prosecu te these 
men when I saw in the Ev ening 
Sentinel a statement from him that 
there 
were no 
witnesses 
so far as he knew ex cept Frank 
Jackson and Nell Hall, and that 
their statements were llatly con­ 
tradicted 
by 
repu table 
per­ 
sons. 
I 
went 
to 
John 
Cash­ 
man with that article and called 
him into the Sic^ier hotel at lo 
o’clock 
that 
night. 
I 
told 
him to read the article, and asked 
him if it was his statement, if he 
wanted to go before tiie people in 
those words. He said “ no,” that it 
was not the way he had intended it 
at all, and that the newspaper man 
had twisted the article. 
I told him 
that I did not think it was right 
that he shou ld say su ch things. He 
said he had made u p his mind sev ­ 
eral day s ago not to be influ ­ 
enced by newspaper statements, 
and he left me, say ing that he 
wou ld pay no attention to it. 
I 
inqu ired at the Sentinel office and 
fou nd that the statement had been 
dictated by Mr, Cashman, who had 
u rged that it be giv en word for 
word as he u ttered it. 
Then I 
knew that John Cashman had been 
“ got to” by somebody , and had 
changed his mind for some reason 
which he has failed to ex plain. 
To cork u p that statement that 
there were no witnesses bu t my self 
and Nell Hall, I went to 
him 
on the Friday ev ening before that 
statement of his was pu blished and 
gav e him the names of the w it­ 
nesses for the slate. 
I gav e him 
the names of Bob Ramsey , Jim 
Conner, Sam Rosse, John Rector, 
and he 
knew what Bowron and 
my self knew abou t it. 
A t that 
time he told me that he was glad 
that I had brou ght him the names 
of the witnesses, 
that he wou ld 
interv iew them and 
go clear to 
the bottom of the inv estigation. 
1 
met Cashman on the street the nex t 
day and as he passed me he said 
that he “ had not had time to see 
any of those witnesses y et,” and it 
afterward prov ed that he had not 
interv iewed bu t one of them, and 
that one Jim Connor, the witness 
who cou ld only su bstantiate the 
ev idence of others withou t giv ing 
direct 
testimony . 
This gentle­ 
man he called to his office, 
and 
when he fou nd that he was posi­ 
tiv e in his conv ictions of the gu ilt 
of 
the 
parties 
accu sed 
he 
insu lted him by telling him that he 
“ might know how to ru n a liv ery 
stable, bu t he didn’t know any ­ 
thing abou t ru nning the prosecu t­ 
ing attorney ’s office.” 
W hy he 
didn’t interv iew these other w it­ 
nesses I do not k now ; bu t I do 
know that he held a good many 
consu ltations with the depu ty con­ 
stables. 
Mr. Cashman made the mistake 
of thinking that I was a sort of a 
friendless cu ss, and that he wou ld 
call me a liar and settle the thing. 
Bu t the people were of a different 
tu rn, andjthey now look u pon Mr. 
Cashman with su spicion while they 
come to me with ex pressions of 
good will and encou ragement. 
In su pport of his declination to 
proceed against the depu ties, and 
as a clincher for the statement that 
my testimany wou ld not be taken 
when giv en to a ju ry in contradic­ 
tion of “ repu table” witnesses, Mr. 
Cashman pu blishes the affidav it of 
Tom Robb.

Prosecu ting Attorney Cashman 
has giv en du e notice to dramshop 
keepers that they mu st not sell in­ 
tox icating drinks on Su nday s, and 
that all v iolators of the law regu ­ 
lating dramshops will be v igor­ 
ou sly prosecu ted. 
The Sedalia saloon keepers hav e 
been impressed that the prosecu t­ 
ing attorney means ex actly what 
his notice say s, and qu ite a nu mber 
of them hav e giv en orders to their 
bartenders to close their places of 
bu siness on Satu rday night and to 
keep all doors closed u ntil 5 o’clock 
Monday morning. 
A nu mber of saloon proprietors 
are non-committal regarding clos­ 
ing, remarking that they nev er 
keep open on the Sabbath, 
bu t, 
they say , they may take adv antage 
of the prosecu ting attorney ’s order 
to hav e a “ hou se cleaning,” while 
ev ery thing is qu iet. 
The patrons of saloons, who en­ 
joy a drink of beer on a hot Su n­ 
day , are not mu ch 
alarmed ov er 
the situ ation, bu t there are others 
who are inclined to tliink it will be 
“ a su re enou gh dry day ,” and 
hav e forestalled the 
anticipated 
drou th by ordering cases of beer 
and small kegs of the malt liqu id 
to smooth the way ov er Su nday . 
Prosecu ting Attorney Cashman 
stands pat on his position regard­ 
ing the sale of intox icating liqu ors 
on the Lord’s day . 
Yesterday he said to a D e m o ­ 


c r a t 
reporter: 
“ There is no 
power on earth that can make me 
recede from the position I hav e 
taken in regard to the illegal sale 
of intox icants.

He had 
told each of them, he said, that 
the notice itself was the only an­ 
swer he cou ld giv e them. 
A delegation of colored men, 
who wanted to sell beer at Liberty 
park today were giv en the same 
answer as that had been made to 
the Sedalia dealers. 
Consequ ently 
if intox icants are sold at the park 
or elsewhere arrests are likely to 
follow.

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SEDALIA’S GOOD NAME. 
Sedalians can afford to smile at 
the tirade against her good name 
published in a neighboring town 
and referred to in a local paper. 
The D e m o c r at has not seen the 
article. 
Indeed very few people 
will ever see it. 
Of the few that 
do read it the great majority k now 
this city for what it really is, and 
will not alter their opinion because 
•of any publication derogatory to 
the city. 
T he public institutions of Seda­ 
lia— the churches, schools, library 
and hospital—stamp a correct im­ 
pression upon the mind of even the 
stranger who pays a casual visit to 
the city. 
A nd when that visit is prolonged 
and the Christian, cultured, hospi­ 
table homes of Sedalia are entered 
the favorable impression becomes 
so strong that no words of malice 
can affect it. 
It is true that there are many 
places in Sedalia where women, 
boys and girls can secure employ­ 
ment. 
But such employment is neces­ 
sary for their support in all com­ 
munities, and that Sedalia has pro­ 
vided it is rather creditable tc the 
community than otherwise. 
W hile Sedalia has given oppor­ 
tunities for “ women and children” 
to earn a living, she has at the 
same time provided them 
with

N e w Y o r k , Au gu st 3.— Dr. I. 
N. Lov e, of No. 537 Fifth av enu e, 
was a lifelong friend of W ay m an 
M cCreery , 
of St. 
Lou is, whose 
death is attribu ted by Dr. Bernay s 
to ov er-athleticism and strenu ou s 
golf. 
Dr. Lov e has made a spec­ 
ialty of the stu dy of “ the needs 
and rights of middle age,” and the 
u ntim eH death of Mr. McCreery , 
and teiis what one of middle age 
shou ld tak e for the preserv ation of 
health. 
H e is editor of the Med­ 
ical Mirror and lectu res at the 
^ Post.Gradu ate 
college 
and hos- 
'- ^ ita l. 
He say s: 
“ The death of my old friend, 
W ay m an McCreery , together with 
sev eral of his confreres and intimate 
associates, notably Lester C raw -1 
ford and Charlie Maffitt, both of 
whom became athletes in after life, 
emphasizes thou ghts which I hav e 
been writing for the past y ear or 
two in the medical press. 
“ As one approaches the ‘middle 
* mile-post in life’ he mu st adju s. 
himself to changing conditions. 
He mu st then, if ev er, realize the 
importance of elimination ; of eat 
ing less and work ing less. In other 
words, as he adv ances along down 
the hill of life he shou ld cu ltiv ate 
an ability to pu t on the brak es, be 
satisfied to do less work . 
Indeed, 
do less of ev ery thing, and try to 
do it better. 
“ Y ou ask when is the middle 
milepost reached? 
It v aries in 
different indiv idu als. 
It ranges 
from tk e fortieth to the six tieth 
birthday . 
Some men by inheri­ 
tance and others by habits of life, 
hav e mov ed more rapidly than 
others toward this point. 
It has 
* been said that a woman is as old 


as she look s and a man as old as 
he feels. 
Bu t as a matter 
of fact 
both are as 
old as their arteries. 
In other words, the elasticity of 
their arteries and other parts of 
their stru ctu re is an ex pression of 
their y ou thfu lness.” 
Dr. Lov e say s at this stage of 
life there shou ld be no radical 
changes in the habits of liv ing, bu t 
a man of 50 shou ld limit 
his diet 


CO half what it was when 
he was 
30 and shou ld drink large qu an­ 
tities of water. Water, he say s, is 
the greatest 
eliminator 
of 
ac­ 
cu mu lating poisons. 
A ju diciou s 
amou nt of ex ercise shou ld be in­ 
du lged in, bu t ex cessiv e athleticism 
is objectionable. 
He objects to the 
bicy cle owing to the temptation to 
speed, and condemns its u se 
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those in middle life. 
He cou nsels 
temperance in all things, bu t no 
radical abstemiou sness, 
either in 
diet or drink . 
The u se of alcohol, 
howev er, 
shou ld 
be diminished 
rather than increased. 
Tobacco, 
ju diciou sly indu lged 
in, 
is the 
least harmfu l, bu t when u sed to 
ex cess is more 
dangerou s than 
alcohol. 
In conclu sion, he say s : 
“ 1 wou ld 
su m u p the essentials along these 
lines for this period: 
Cu ltiv ate 
temperance in ail things ; cheerfu l­ 
ness, 
optimism, 
the 
inability to 
mov e gracefu liy among the lines 
of least resistance ; the disposition 
to av oid obstru ction and 
friction ; 
the appreciation of fu n, bu t not 
friv olity , and an ev er-abiding lov e 
for all tha world.”

COULD NOT AGREE. 


Steel Workers Must Take Mor­ 
g an’s Terms or None. 


SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 


Conference Held In New York Yes 
terday Failed to End the 
Hreat Steel Strike, 


N ew Y ork , Aug . 3.— The of­ 
ficers o f the Amalg amated associa­ 
tion and the steel trust representa­ 
tives in conference 
here today, 
failed to arrive 
at an ag reement. 
The proposals made by J . P. Mor­ 
g an 
and 
Charles M. 
Schwab, 
throug h President Shaffer and Sec­ 
retary W illiams, of the Amalg a­ 
mated association, one week ag o 
arc still open, but the strikers’ rep­ 
resentatives showed no inclination 
to accept them. 
The representatives of the strik­ 
ers left the conference at which 
they had failed to ag ree with the 
announcement that they would g o 
into secret session themselves later 
in the afternoon. 
It was admitted 
that there mig ht be action at that 
meeting which would chang e the 
situation. 
A t the conference this morning 
Mr. Morg an and Mr. Schwab in­ 
sisted upon the acceptance of the 
terms offered by them last Satur­ 
day. 
President 
Shaffer and his 
associates demanded further con­ 
cessions in behalf of the union. 
Neither side would g ive in and the 
conferees disag reed and parted, 
leaving the situation practically 
unchang ed.
